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D.C. Schools to Cut 771 Jobs 


Up to 545 teachers face layoffs over $38M budget shortfall 


WASHINGTON | Hundreds of D.C. Public 
Schools employees may get pink slips for 
Christmas. 

Officials announced Tuesday that 771 
positions would be abolished. As many as 
545 teachers and 226 administrative and 
support personnel will learn before Jan. 1 
whether they will lose their jobs. 

“The timeline does unfortunately coin- 
cide with the end of December,” said Louis 


J. Erste, chief operating officer of DCPS. 
Under union rules, 30 days’ notice must be 
given, meaning letters must go out by Dec. 
29 for the cuts to take effect when the cur- 
rent semester ends Jan. 29. 

The decision, adopted by the D.C. Board 
of Education at a Nov. 19 meeting, was 
announced after rumors of impending layoffs 
began circulating among the school system’s 
14,058 full- and part-time workers. 


The school system has to cut personnel 
spending by $38 million, in part to cover 
the cost of a negotiated raise for contract 
employees. While $19 million in cuts were 
made in other areas, officials said abolish- 
ing positions now could avoid the need for 
even more cuts in the future. 

Plans call for the system’s acting super- 
intendent to identify positions to be cut by 
Friday. One week later, administrators and 
managers are to decide which employees 
should be eliminated, derrill holly (ap)

Mild Quake 
Gives Region 
The Shakes 

WASHINGTONIA mild earthquake shook the 
Washington area Tuesday, rattling homes 
and office buildings but causing no signifi- 
cant damage and no casualties. 

The quake, centered 20 to 30 miles west 
of Richmond, struck at 3:59 p.m. The U.S. 
Geological Survey in Reston, Va., pegged the 
temblor at 4.5 on the Richter scale and said 
it could be felt from Baltimore-Washington 
International Airport to North Carolina. 

The last quake of significance to hit Virginia 
was reported in April 1959, but it caused only 
minor damage. Virginia’s largest earthquake, 
which registered a magnitude of 5.6, occurred 
in 1897 and was centered in Giles County. 

The only fatalities reported by the 
Geological Survey came in 1833, when two 
miners were killed in the panic caused by a 
quake that rocked Brown’s Coal Pits, near 
Dover Mills, about 18 miles from Richmond.

Bush Warns Taiwan Not 
To Pursue Independence 


WASHINGTOnI With visiting Chinese 
Premier Wen Jiabao at his side, 
President Bush sent a strong warn- 
ing to Taiwan on Tuesday not to take 
any action toward independence that 
could cause tensions with Beijing. 

“We oppose any unilateral deci- 
sion by either China or Taiwan to 
change the status quo,” Bush said 
when asked about a planned March 
20 vote in Taiwan on China. 

The planned March referendum, 
coupled with a changing internation- 
al situation, has led Bush to speak 
in harsher tones to democratic 
Taiwan as he pursues a deeper rela- 


tionship with authoritarian China, 
particularly on security issues. 

The planned referendum would 
ask the people of Taiwan if the gov- 
ernment should demand China’s 
withdrawal of hundreds of missiles 
pointed at the island. U.S. officials 
believe the vote could push Taiwan 
closer to independence. 

Bush reaffirmed the long-stand- 
ing U.S. view that there is only one 
China, and differences between 
the mainland and Taiwan, which 
Beijing considers a rebellious prov- 
ince, should be resolved peacefully.

I The owners of 
the nightclub where 100 people 
were killed in a fire last February 
were indicted on involuntary 
manslaughter charges Tuesday 
along with the tour manager 
for the heavy metal band whose 
pyrotechnics sparked the blaze. 

Club owners Jeffrey and Michael 
Derderian andGreat White tour man- 
ager Dan Biechele were each charged 
with 200 counts of involuntary man- 
slaughter — two for each death. 

Attorney General Patrick Lynch 
said the men were charged with two 


types of manslaughter: one for “gross 
negligence,” the other for committing 
a misdemeanor such as a fire code 
violation that led to a death. 

All three men pleaded innocent 


Tuesday, and they were released after 
posting bail. Bail for the club own- 
ers was set at $5,000 cash, while 
bail for Biechele was set at $10,000

GRAND FORKS, N.D. | Missing col- 
lege student Dm Sjodin is probably 
dead, the sheriff said Tuesday in con- 
firming that preliminary DNA tests 
found Sjodin’s blood in the car of the 
man suspected of kidnapping her. 

“I certainly hate to be discouraging 
to the family or anyone, but it looks 
to me now that it’s more of a recov- 
ery mission than a rescue,” Grand 


Forks County Sheriff Dan Hill said. 

In an interview with The 
Associated Press, Hill also revealed 
that searchers found a shoe belong- 
ing to the University of North Dakota 
student near the Red Lake River 
after she disappeared. Sjodin was last 
heard from Nov. 22, calling her boy- 
friend on a cell phone from the park- 
ing lot of a Grand Forks mall where 
she worked at a Victoria’s Secret. 

The shoe was identified by a col- 
lege roommate of Sjodin, 22. It is the 
only piece of clothing recovered so 
far. Hill said. 


An affidavit unsealed later 
Tuesday had only one new piece of 
information: Rodriguez’s account of 
his whereabouts at the time Sjodin 
disappeared. According to the affi- 
davit, Rodriguez told police he was 
watching a movie, “Once Upon a 
Time in Mexico” at about 7 P-ni. 
that night. Police said the movie 
wasn’t being shown at any theater 
near the mall that day.

61 soldiers reportedly 
injured in attacks at

TALAFAR, IRAQ | Suicide bombers 

— one in a car and another on foot 

— blew themselves up at the gates of 
two U.S. military bases, wounding 
6l American soldiers but failing to 
inflict deadly casualties on the scale 
of recent attacks in Iraq. 

Most of the soldiers were slight- 
ly hurt Tuesday by debris and fly- 
ing glass, indicating that massive 
defenses — sand barriers, high 
cement walls and numerous road- 
blocks leading to the entrances of 
bases — have paid off for American 
troops occupying Iraq. 

However, the image of U.S. sol- 
diers increasingly hunkered down 
in fortified bases could undermine 


their efforts to befriend Iraqis as the 
U.S. -led coalition tries to rebuild 
the country. 

Many potential military and 
international targets in Baghdad 
and elsewhere now have tightened 
security, apparently prompting 
attackers to turn to civilian targets

N. Korean Offer 
To Freeze Nuclear 
Program Rejected 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I North Korea 
announced Tuesday it would freeze 
its nuclear weapons projects in 
return for the United States pro- 
viding energy aid and removing 
Pyongyang from a list of countries 
that sponsor terrorism. President 
Bush rejected the offer. 

“The goal ... is not for a freeze 
of the nuclear program,” Bush said 
at a news conference with Chinese 
Premier Wen Jiabao at the White 
House. “The goal is to dismantle a 
nuclear weapons program in a veri- 
fiable and irreversible way.” 

The North’s terms were seen as 
a response to a plan offered Monday 
by the United States, Japan and 
South Korea, which a Northern 
official called “disappointing.” (ap) 


MOSCOW I A suicide bomber who 
may have intended to attack Russia’s 
parliament blew herself up outside 
a nearby upscale hotel, killing five 
people and sparking fears of a new 
wave of terror attacks in the capital. 

The bombing, which also wound- 
ed at least 12 people, came on the 


heels of Sunday’s nationwide elec- 
tions for parliament’s lower house 
and only days after a woman blew 
herself up on a train in southern 
Russia, killing 44 people. 

Police were searching for a 
second woman suspected of involve- 
ment in Tuesday’s attack, warn- 


ing that she might also be carry- 
ing explosives. No group claimed 
responsibility, but past attacks 
— including ones carried out by 
female suicide bombers — have 
been blamed on rebels from the 
breakaway republic of Chechnya.

PA U, FRANCE I French anti-terror- 
ism police delivered a powerful blow 
Tuesday to the Basque separatist 
group ETA, arresting its military 
and logistics chiefs.

ETA, which means “Basque 
Homeland and Freedom,” is blamed 
for more than 800 killings since the 
1960s in its campaign to carve out 
a homeland from territory strad- 
dling northern Spain and south- 
west France.

Taliban said to be targeting Afghan delegates 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | The larg- 
est U.S. military offensive in two 
years, launched this week, aims to 
knock Taliban insurgents off bal- 
ance and keep them from attacking 
a historic constitutional council, the 
new U.S. ambassador to Afghan- 
istan, Zalmay Khalilzad, said. 

A U.S. military spokesman con- 
firmed Tuesday that officials have 


“specific” intelligence the Taliban 
and their al Qaeda allies are plan- 
ning an all-out campaign to wreck 
the grand council, or loyajirga, due 
to start this weekend. 

The loyajirga is considered a cor- 
nerstone event in Afghanistan’s long 
path to recovery after U.S.-led forc- 
es ousted the Taliban regime.

Win Appeal 
On Asylum 

Bangladeshis who say 
they were persecuted 
seek refuge in Australia 

CANBERRA, AUSTRALIA | Australia’s 
highest court Tuesday ordered 
immigration officials to recon- 
sider asylum claims from two 
Bangladeshi men who fled their 
homeland saying they were being 
persecuted there because of their 
homosexuality. 

The men, who had lived together 
in Bangladesh since 1994, fled to 
Australia in 1999 and applied for 
protection as refugees from gay 
persecution. Australia’s Refugee 
Review Tribunal rejected their 
application. 

On Tuesday, the High Court, 
Australia’s final court of appeal, 
ruled by a 4-3 majority that the 
refugee tribunal should have con- 
sidered what might happen to the 
men if they lived openly as a homo- 
sexual couple in Bangladesh. 

The court said the tribunal must 
look again at the men’s case, (ap)

Pact on Corruption 
Gets Final Push 

MERIDA, MEXICO I Top officials from 
around the globe signed the first 
worldwide anti- corruption treaty 
Tuesday, a move that may open 
banks to more scrutiny and allow 
some poor countries to recover bil- 
lions of looted dollars. 

The convention is expected to be 
signed by over TOO nations over the 
next three days. It will take effect 
once ratified by the congresses of at 
least 30 signatory countries. 

In a written statement, U.N. 


Secretary General Kofi Annan 
called the pact a “major break- 
through.” 

“It will help tackle a press- 
ing problem for many developing 
countries, where corrupt elites 
have looted billions of dollars,” 
Annan said. 

The treaty requires govern- 
ments to enact laws against cor- 
ruption, protect whistle-blow- 
ers and assist other countries in 
detecting illicit funds. That could 
help poor nations like Mexico and 
Nigeria recover looted money kept 
in banks in Switzerland and the 
United States, (ap)

Court Grants Va. Access to Potomac 


WASHINGTON | Virginia may with- 
draw water from the Potomac 
River to supply fast-growing sub- 
urbs without getting permission 
from neighboring Maryland, the 
Supreme Court ruled Tuesday. 

Relying on centuries-old treaties, 
the court ruled 7-2 in a long-run- 
ning dispute over growth and devel- 
opment around Washington, D.C. 

Maryland owns the Potomac 


under a 1632 land grant from King 
Charles I, but a 1785 compact gave 
Virginia certain water rights. The 
states have squabbled over rights in 
the river for hundreds of years. 

The most recent controversy 
stems from a 1996 application by 
Fairfax County, Va., to build an 
intake pipe extending farther into 
the river to serve its 1.2 million cus- 
tomers. Fairfax said its existing pipe 


draws water that is too muddy. 

“This is a major victory for eco- 
nomic development and quality of 
life in northern Virginia,” Virginia 
Attorney General Jerry Kilgore said 
in a statement. 

Maryland Gov. Robert Ehrlich 
said he wasn’t surprised by the rul- 
ing since he understood that his 
Democratic predecessor, Parris 
Glendening, had pressed the dis- 
pute against the advice of his own 
top environmental regulators, (ap)

Psychiatrist Says Malvo 
Attempted to Kill Himself 


CHESAPEAKE, VA. | Sniper suspect 
Lee Boyd Malvo was so despondent 
in the months before last year’s snip- 
er spree that he tried to kill himself, 
a psychiatrist testified Tuesday at 
Malvo’s trial. 

In the late summer of 2002, it 
became apparent to Malvo that he 
would likely die as a result of the 
“mission” he and sniper mastermind 
John Allen Muhammad were about 
to embark on, said Diane Schetky, 
a forensic psychiatrist who twice 
interviewed Malvo in jail. 

Initially, Schetky said, Malvo had 
thought the mission involved regain- 
ing custody of Muhammad’s three 
children. Malvo identified with that 
plan, she said, because he felt aban- 
doned by his own mother. 

Schetky’s testimony will resume 
Wednesday. Malvo’s attorneys are 
presenting an insanity defense to

1 team out of the title game was 
beyond belief “I hope they realize 
how ridiculous it looks when USC is 
No. 1 and not playing for the nation- 
al championship,” Theismann said 
Tuesday. 

Theismann, a former Notre 
Dame quarterback, wasn’t the 
only Hall of Famer miffed by the 
BCS controversy. Many of the 13

Fitzgerald Seeks Final Grab 


After record-setting 
season, Pitt receiver 
could win the Heisman 

College football [Voting forthe 
Heisman Trophy winner sounds 
simple: Pick the most outstanding 
college football player in the coun- 
try. That just might be Pittsburgh 
receiver Larry Fitzgerald. 

Everything else, however, seems 
to be against him. 

He doesn’t play for a No. 1 team, 
he’s trying to become the first soph- 
omore to win college football’s top 
individual prize, and he’s a pure 
wide receiver — not a kick returner- 


receiver type such as past winners 
Tim Brown and Johnny Rodgers. 

However, Fitzgerald accumulat- 
ed statistics that may not be rivaled 
anytime soon. He made 87 catches 
for 1,595 yards and 22 touchdowns 
for a team that went 8-4. 

Fitzgerald caught at least one 
touchdown pass in all 12 games — 
tying Randy Moss’s single -season 
NCAA record — and in a record

last season. He set seven Big East 
records while leading the nation in 
receiving yards per game (132.9), 
total receiving yards, receiving 
touchdowns and total touchdowns.

Monkeying Around 

A new book makes an old feminist argument 


BOOKS I Frida Kahlo and Kathe 
Kollwitz recently sat for an inter- 
view. From the neck down, they 
were downtown chic in black pants 
and black shirts. But from the neck 
up, they were angry, wily, animal- 
istic and ferocious. 

The two women weren’t really the 
famed artists. They were Guerrilla 
Girls, activists who take the names 


of their favorite artists and hide 
their true identities by wearing 
gorilla masks. The Guerrilla Girls 
have donned the cover-ups since 
they first began hanging posters 
and giving speeches about women 
in the arts. 

“All of our research has shown 
that culture, which so many peo- 
ple see as avant-garde, has always 


lagged behind in other fields of soci- 
ety in terms of women and people of 
color,” the Guerrilla Girl who called 
herself Kollwitz said. 

“After all, if 50 percent of the 
artists graduating from major art 
schools are women and only 10 
percent of the artists shown at a 
certain museum are women, then 
what happened?” 

Kahlo and Kollwitz are cur- 
rently touring the country to talk 


about female stereotypes. The group 
recently put out a new book called, 
“Bitches, Bimbos and Ballbreakers: 
The Guerrilla Girls Guide to Female 
Stereotypes.” The book follows the 
history of many female stereotypes 
such as debutantes, spinsters, biker 
chicks and Valley Girls. 

During their talks, the Guerrilla 
Girls take the audience through how 
they came up with their 90 posters 
and three books and discuss issues 
in film, art and politics. The audi- 
ence is then invited to share their 
own stories and talk about the 
stereotypes with which they most 
identify. 

It was stereotypes and the 
frustrations of trying to succeed 
as women artists that gave birth 
to the Guerrilla Girls. In 1985, a 
group of New York artists noticed 
that women were not getting as 
much gallery and museum space 
as men. 

They began putting up posters 
around SoHo and the East Village 
in lower Manhattan, pointing out 
facts about women and the galleries 
that fed the museums. The women 
wore gorilla masks as they tacked 
up the posters, and the movement 
began. 

“What the anonymity does for us 
is that it lets everyone looking at our 
work focus on the issue and not on 
who we are personally,” Kahlo said. 
“It makes it a lot easier for us to be a 
symbol.” pauline m. millard (ap)

Against Bush compilations, is like- 
ly directed at the Republicans in 
power. “The Noose” is another rag- 
ing political rocker that lays out the 
band’s views. This combination of 
serious and fun is a throwback to 
“Smash,” the band’s most successful 
album to date, where serious songs 
like “Genocide” and “Something to 
Believe In” sat next to clever, light- 
hearted songs like “Come Out and 
Play” and “Self Esteem.” 

With so many young punk-pop 
bands on the Offspring’s heels these 
days, the SoCal veterans needed to 
pick up their game to stay a step 
ahead of the masses. With “Splinter”

Pontiac’s GTO is an unfinished symphony 


ROADTESTI Cynics may look at the 
new Pontiac GTO and say it is nei- 
ther. Built in Australia by General 
Motors subsidiary Holden, the 
GTO is an American- spec version 
of the Monaro coupe. It’s a Pontiac 
in roughly the same degree that it 
is a can of Foster’s lager. 

Fortunately, I am not a cynic. 
I don’t care that it’s Australian, 
and its work-in-progress looks 
may represent an opportunity 
for Pontiac to, at last, bond with 
Generation FnF (as in “The Fast 
and the Furious”). 

Boot the gas pedal and listen to 
that sonorous, dual- exhaust bari- 
tone. Vibrating those vocal cords 
is a 5.7-liter pushrod V-8 churning 
the rear wheels with 350 horsepow- 


er and 365 pound-feet of torque at 
4,000 rpm. This is muscle -car psy- 
chedelia straight from the ’60s. 

The car feels rock solid, with 
none of the cowl shake of the old 
Firebird. The ride is supple and 
well damped. The steering is crisp 
and communicative. Toss it from a 
tight corner to another, and it stays 
well composed. 

The GTO has gobs of untapped 
potential. Wait until the aftermar- 
ket tuners get through with it. 

It would be a relatively simple 
matter to squeeze an extra 50 
horsepower out of the Chevy LS-1 
engine. How about a cold-air induc- 
tion system fed through functional 
hood scoops as in the old car? How 
about a supercharger? 


The Pontiac 
GTO doesn’t 
look much 
like its prede- 
cessors. 


It’s not as if you would be des- 
ecrating a masterpiece. The car’s 
styling is somewhere between a late- 
’90s Monte Carlo and an Olds Alero 
coupe. There is no scale fine enough 
to measure such low levels of visu- 
al panache. So bring on the fend- 
er flares, aero skirting, air dams, 
spoilers, wild wheels and assorted

TRAFFIC I Shanghai plans to ban 
bicycles from its major roads next 
year, banishing China’s most pop- 
ular form of transportation from 
its congested streets to make more 
room for cars, official newspapers 
said Tuesday. 

Police will also raise fines ten- 
fold for such cycling infractions as 
running red lights, Shanghai Daily 
reported.

Stay Yourself 


CRIME I For Claudia Lezell, the 
nightmare began more than two 
years ago when she filled out a cred- 
it card application, shoved it in an 
envelope and forgot it in her hotel 
room. A month later, an avalanche 
of calls from credit card companies 
began. Lezell still hasn’t straight- 
ened out the identity theft, which 
she traced to a hotel maid. 

Identity theft doesn’t take vaca- 
tions. You can take steps to reduce 
your chances of being victimized 
while traveling. Among them: 

Deal with the mail. Linda Foley 
of the Identity Theft Resource 
Center recommends filing a 
vacation stop order with the post 
office. A major identity theft ring, 
whose members were indicted this 
month in San Diego, was accused 
of breaking into locked mailboxes, 
Foley says. 


Don’t take your Social Security 
card on trips. Don’t take your medi- 
cal insurance card either. It may 
contain Social Security numbers. 
Instead, have the insurer fax the 
card to you if you need it. 

“Protect your information as if 
it were a newborn,” Foley says. In 
other words, don’t let it out of your 
sight. Insist on having your cred- 
it card processed in front of you.

Getting Fit

MARTY GALLAGHER , a World 
Powerlifting Champion and fitness 
expert, was online Tuesday to talk about 
losing weight and building muscle. 


Despite eating a relatively healthy 
diet, I have never been a calo- 
rie counter and it depresses me 
to start. Is the five- to six-meal 
approach really better than the 
regular three meals per day? 

I would suggest a primitive yet 
effective method: Eat less at every 
feeding. Keep constant and keep 
constantly cutting. At some point, 
you’ll start to head down in scale 
weight. Hold this amount of food 
and layer on some progressive resis- 
tance and cardio exercise. The trick 
is to not slash calories so far and so 
dramatically that you “go catabolic” 
and lose muscle mass. 

I typically use the elliptical 
machine each time I go to the gym 
for about 40 minutes, but I’m won- 
dering if I’ll become stagnant if I do 
the same cardio routine each day. 

You have to periodically alter 
the progressive resistance por- 
tion of the fitness tripod — ditto 
the cardio and ditto the diet. If you 
insist on using the same methodol- 
ogy over and over, ad infinitum, the 
body will neutralize the benefits in 
no time flat. Never end a regimen 
that’s yielding results, but never 
carry on past the point of dimin- 
ishing returns. 

Coach, can you comment on ses- 
sion “pace.” How much rest be- 
tween sets, etc.? 

The idea is to rest long enough 
to be at 100 percent capacity for 
the upcoming set. Resting too long 
allows you to get cold and lose tim- 
ing and explosiveness. Going too 
quickly cuts into the sheer pound- 
age you can handle or amount of 
reps you can perform. 

If by resting another minute 

1 can squeeze out two more reps, 
then by God I’m gonna take that 
extra rest.
